LONDON — The surgeons in attendance on Premier Clemen- 


ceau, according to an Exchange despatch from Paris, say that 
the bullet entered the premier's left shoulder and had been lo- 
cated in the region of his right shoulder.' The bullet has not 
yet been removed. Although the premier coughs a great deal 
there is no evidence of blood from the respiratory tract. Pro- 
fessors Laubri, Cosset and Cuissier examined the wound in 
Premier Clemenceau's shoulder. According to their diagnosis 
the premier was struck in the posterior part of the right shoulder 
blade. The bullet penetrated without a visceral lesion. ThS 
doctors reported general and local conditions as perfect.

PARIS—Georges Clemenceau, France's aged but vigorous 


premier was shot at and slightly wounded this morning- as he 
was entering his automobile for a drive. 


- Five shots were fired by the sasassin and it was at first re- 


ported that the premier had been wounded in the head. It de- 
veloped later however, that the wounds were in M. Clemenceau's 
back and shoulder and he apparently is not dangerously hurt. 


Leaving His Home 


The shooting took place at 8:55 o'clock this morning as the 


Premier was leaving his house in the Rue Franklin to go to the 
war office. 


The would-be assassin was an ordinary looking man, dressed 


as a workman.. He gave his name as Emile Cottin. Five shots 
were fired of which one took effect in the Premier's shoulder; 
The assailant was arrested. 


Policeman Goursat who was wounded in the fight, although 


not seriously by one of the assassin's shots told a representative 
of the Associated Press that Premier Clemenceau rushed up to 
the assailant and grappled with him. 
- 


The Premier's wound is not regarded as dangerous in itself 


but it is felt that serious consequences might result considering 
the age and infirmities of the victim. 


At about 11 o'clock this morning however, it was officially 


announced that M. Clemenceau was not seriously wounded. 


It was learned at the city hall that Cottin, the assailant of 


Premier Clemenceau is a man about 25 years old. He was born 
at Greil. The man said his home was in the Montrouse quarter 
of Paris. The police however, do not believe the papers he pos- 
sesses belong to him and are inclined to think him a Eussian. 


He is fair with long light hair and is tall of stature- 
One of the witnesses of the shooting, Henry Moulin, a bar- 


ber's assistant, told the Associated Press representative that 
when he heard the first shot he believed it was the Americans 
firing in .the air "As they are in the habit of doing" he said. 
Moulin rushed out of his shop when he saw what was happening 
however, crying "They have assassinated Clemeanceau." He 
closed with the assailant, Moulin added, and the man threw 
away his revolver and held up Ris hands. 


Waiters from a nearby restaurant joined in holding the as- 


sailant, and before the police secured him he was beaten by the 
:rowd., One of the men in the crowd' seemed to wish to help 
the Premier's assailant and the crowd also beat him badly.

of the real estate man to do these things. 'Real estate values 
grow with the standard of community morals. A well governed 
town; a city where public utility rates are low; a city thai has a 
well developed city plan; a city where the civic intelligence is 
alert; those are requisites in a forward looking community. 


There is a great responsibility resting on real estate men of 


Wisconsin. They must lead movements in their various sections 
for municipal progress. They must remember that real estate 
sales cannot go FOR WARD while the community is going BACK- 
WARD. Real estate men must be the sentinels who are on the 
watch and jealously guarding their communities against any- 
thing that injures its good name.
